Commencing bu st Mond ay and con­ 
tinu ing all this week the employ es of 
the postoffice are 
cou nting 
ev ery 
piece of mail that leav es the office. 
Ev ery d ay the carriers are requ ired 
to keep an accu rate accou nt of the 
nu mber of pieces they hand le.. This 
means an increase of work for all of 
the employ es, not only the carriers 
blit those who work insid e as well. 
The cou nting of the mail by carriers 
is an ad d ed responsibility , bu t if good 
weather prev ails it is possible that 
the mail to the resid ents of the city 
will not be d elay ed by the ex tra work. 
The work is being d one in all the 
postoffices in the United States and 
the pu rpose is to get a line on the 
bu siness of the v ariou s offices and 
their 
comparativ e 
equ ipment 
for 
hand ling the mail in an efficient man­ 
ner. It is a necessary action, as the 
gov ernment mu st hav e this informa­ 
tion for its own benefit. It is d one at 
least once ev ery y ear and giv es the 
clerks « and carriers a workou t in con­ 
nection with their regu lar d u ties. 
It 
is ju s t abou t a y ear ago that the lo- 
ral office was notified to cou nt the 
mail and it is a d u ty that they know 


m u st come annu ally .

4 or sev eral y ears there has swept 
ov er this cou ntry a mov ement for a 
rad ical betterment of street lighting. 
It has resu lted in a v ast improv ement 
in the v ariou s aspects of street light­ 
ing in practically ev ery wid e-awake 
town in the United States.

Ru shv ille was among the first hu st­ 
ling cities of the west to see the ne­ 
cessity of a better sy stem of lighting 
and to recognize the benefits to its 
merchants and the general pu blic to 
be d eriv ed from the clu ster lighting 
! scheme. 
An affiliation was entered into be­ 
tween the city of Ru shv ille and the 
Retail 
Merchant’ Association, in 
April. 19 10, t he resu lt of which has 
been the installation of the sy stem of 
lighting for which the streets of this 
city are d istingu ished , which sy stem 
is ex celled in no other city of its size 
in the cou ntry . 
The stand ard u sed in the Ru shv ille 
installation was mad e by Arbu ekle & 
Company of Ru shv ille. * It is of cast 
iron and represents an interesting d e­ 
v elopment in street light specialties. 
Each stand ard su pports one 100 watt 
and fou r 6 0 watt Tu ngsten lamps. 
The stand ard s are placed 
on 
both 
sid es of the street in a parallel posi­ 
tion, and at interv als of eighty -fiv e 
feet. 
Connections 
are 
mad e 
by 
means of a steel taped cooper cable 
enclosed which is placed in the gu tter 
a few inches beneath the pav ements. 
A pair of switches is prov id ed for 
controlling each half block, these be­ 
ing placed at the alley intersections 
and operated by the night watchman. 
Six t\ of these stand ard s hav e al­ 
read y been installed . 
The merchants 
are ex ceptionally 
T^ell pleased with this improv ement 
and the property owners feel that 
money inv ested in the enterprise has 
been placed to the greatest ad v an­ 
tage. 
Among the effects which are noted 
by a cau sal v isitor to this city is its 
increased brightness, and the mani­ 
festation of a new civ ic prid e among 
the people. Brou ght abou t by the in­ 
stallation of this most mod em sy stem 
of street illu mination. 
This illu mination has ad d ed mater­ 
ially in placing Ru shv ille in the front 
rank as one of the best lighted cities 
in the United States. 
It is hoped in the near fu tu re to 
ex tend this splend id lighting sy stem 
not only ov er the remaining bu siness 
streets but the principal resid ence 
streets a s well.

Purchasing Concern Organized Among 


the Farmers of the New Augusta 


Neighborhood in Marion County Has 


Been Such a Success That It Has 


Been Decided to Put It on a Proper 


Legal Footing. 


Indianapolis, March 7.—Farmers in 
the vicinity of New Augusta have pre­ 
pared to incorporate themselves, in or­ 
der to form a b asis for the estab lish 
ment of a credit rating in their fight 
against high prices, into a purchasing 
concern which will he known as the 
Farmers’ Co-Operative Association of 
New Augusta. 
Farmers interested in 
the movement have for some time 
b een b uying fertilizer, coal and other 
farm supplies in carload lots, ob tain­ 
ing prices as low as those afforded the 
retail dealers. 
In their operations, 
however, they found themselves em­ 
b arrassed at times b ecause they had 
no credit rating. 
The proposed con­ 
cern will b e capitalized at $10,000. Ar­ 
ticles of incorporation are now b eing 
prepared. 
It is not the plan of the organiza­ 
tion to attempt any selling, it is said, 
although that may b e attempted later. 
The farmers interested declare they 
have b een saving from 15 to 25 per 
cent on commodities which they have 
b een b uying in carload lots. 


CANCELED SALE 


Hix, Alleged Gentleman Burglar, Still 


Retains Finery. 


Lafayette, Ind., March 7.—After giv 
ing up hope of escaping another prison 
term, Frederick Hix, the alleged gen­ 
tleman b urglar who was arrested here 
on a charge of rob b ing several railroad 
stations, may yet gain his freedom. 
State Agent Rafferty of the Indiana 
reformatory arrived here to investigate 
the Hix case. 
Hix served two years 
inv the reformatory for grand larceny 
and has b een out on parole nearly a 
year. 
It was supposed that he would 
b e taken b ack immediately to serve 
the remainder of his sentence, and b e 
lieving this to b e the case, Hix sold all 
his expensive clothing and personal 
effects. 
Later, however, he learned 
there was a chance for him to go free 
and the sale was canceled. 
He has 
now engaged an attorney, and will 
fight the case. 
The state agent does not feel inclin­ 
ed to take Hix b ack unless something 
is proved against him, and it is said 
only the frailest circumstantial case 
now exists.

K ow the People Are Deceived in Food 
and Drug Products. 
Indianapolis, March 7.—Fifty-six and 
four-tenths per cent of the drug sam­ 
ples examined in the food and drug 
lab oratory of the state b oard of health 
in Feb ruary were found to b e illegal, 
through 
misb randing or failure to 
come up to the United States standard. 
Sixty-two samples were examined and 
thirty-five were found illegal. 
Ab out 
22 per cent of the food samples exam­ 
ined were found illegal. 
No samples 
except those suspected b y field men of 
b eing illegal were sent in for exam 
ination. 
A total of 249 food samples 
were examined, of which fifty-seven 
were illegal. 


Caught by a Line Shaft. 
Indianapolis. March 7.—J. Smothers, 
an employe at the plant of Smith’s 
Agricultural and Chemical company, 
met a horrib le death on a tumb ling 
line shaft, b y which his clothing was 
caught. Almost b efore he knew what 
had happened Smothers was b eing 
twined around the shaft, and his b ody 
was litenuly b eaten to pieces b efore 
fellow-workmen could stop the machin­ 
ery.
